He said, "There was $450,000 paid 
for a recapture agreement. Is the 
money still in an account?" 

Mamvclas, who said he didn't like

Fourteen votes have changed 
the future of students at Grass 
Lake School District 36, with that 
being the number by which its 
referendum failed. No definite 
decision has been made about 
the district, but one thing Is cer- 
tain: it won't go on as it has in the 
past. 

Within the districts four 
precincts, 804 voters decided the 
districts fate. Of those, 395, 49 
percent, voted yes, while 409, 51 
percent voted against action that 
could have preserved the district 
that serves about 250 students^ 

After its previous failed 
attempts, the board of education 
had cut all but the basics. Earlier 
in the campaign process, 
Superintendent James Beverldge 
said the district would have no 
recourse but to increase class 

size to 40 pupils. 

"We're not discussing cuts, 
because we've already cut every- 
thing," he said. ''We don't have 
anything left except for reading, 
writing and arithmetic as it is." 

Beverldge said the district 
would be $20,000 in the red by 



the end of the year. 

T\vo weeks ago, officials from 
the state of Illinois met With 
Beveridge to discuss other 
options if the referendum fails. 

"Our only other two possibil- 
ities are consoUdalion with 
another district, or the stale 
could come in and dissolve the 
district and move the students to 
other schools," he said. "They 
don't want to do that cither, but 

we're different from Round Lake 
because we only have 240 stu- 
dents." 

Last spring, the referendum 

failed by 26 votes. This spring, 
that margin was narrowed, but 
not by enough. 

To keep the school afloat, the 

district has had to issue tax 

anticipation warrants that allows 

the school to draw on future 

taxes. 

Beverldge said. "This is not a 
good way of doing things. 
Eventually, it all catches up." 

He said the district only 
receives about $95,000 in state , 
aid and wliilc the state claims 
that only 80 percent of Grass 
Lake's funding is local, he 
believes his district is 94 percent 
locally funded.

I then proceeded along the trail enjoy- 
ing the sights and sounds, when my mind 
again shifted back to my jol? and I could 
picture a certain police chief still com- 
plaining that I had compared his police 
officers and police dogs sniffing for drugs 
at the high school to something out of a 

police state. 

But thank God, 1 was brought back to 
reality by the song birds singing, deer

When the Fiction Writing Department at 
Columbia College Chicago planted seeds for 
its first Story Week in 1997, the few hundred 
people who attended enjoyed a sprinkling of 
high-powered authors reading and convers- 
ing over a penod o( five days. One of the fea- 
turedireadcre thait year was ja^^^ 
now a two-time Oprah Book: Cliib selected 
author and multi-award winner for "The 
Book of Ruth; Map of the World," and others. 
Wlien she returns this year to read with fel- 
low Wisconsin resident and award-winn ing 
writer Lorrie Moore (Who Will Run the Frog 
Hospital?; Birds of America), she will have 
witnessed a literary landscape run wild with 
readings, music or dance performances, 
exhibits, and verbal explorations of any 
artistic form that hints of story. 

According to Columbia College Fiction

Many of the Story Week events will take 
place in Loop locations (like Columbia 
College, the Harold Washington Library, the 
Museum of Contemporary Photography, 



and the Chicago Cultural Center.) But in

Woven on a Jacquard looiti, silks are 
Intricately detailed and often vibrantly col- 
ored pictures that have the appearance of 
an engraving. They were most popular in 
the late nineteenth and early twentieth 
centuries, and were used on postcards, 
bookmarks, greeting cards, or framed as 
works of art. 



The exhibition will explore the rela- 
tionship of silks to Victorian cultural, ceo- 
nomici and Intellectual history. The sub- 
jects of silks range from Victorian celebri- 
ties such as politicians, military heroes and 
athletes, to sporting events, to nostalgic 
and charming genre scenes. 

Themes discussed In the exhibition will 
include the economic and political factors 
that shaped the weaving industry and the 
impact of the Jacquard loom on the history 
of computing.

Bill Reidel did not expect the recognition 
he has received upon his retirement as presi- 
dent of Consumers Cooperative Credit 
Union.

The sheriff then pointed at the items 
on a table which included four pounds of 
C-4 plastic explosive; one military' M-18 
Smoke Grenade; Uircc green metal mili- 
tary ammunition containers; eight illumi- 
nation ground white star cluster Dares; six 
non-electric blasting caps; two M-117 
simulator booby trap flashes; two M-118 
simulator booby trap illuminadng flares;

Although Lake County has its own bomb 
squad, for some reason that die Sheriff did 
not explain, the items were taken Into cus- 
tody by members of the Cook County Bomb 
Squad from the field and transported to the 
Cook County ShcrifTs Bomb Squdd bunker 
for storage.

Act to protect 
groundwater 

Lake County ofTlcials arc taking a leadership role in 
Illinois to conserve and protect groundwater supplies. 
Growing out of findings for the county's Regional 
Framework Plan, State Sen. Susan Garrett (D-Lake 
Forest) has introduced a bill that would require the Illinois 
Dept. of Natural Resources to develop a program to Issue per- 
mits for new high-capacity ground water wells. 

The legislation is intended to require that all future high- , 
volume groundwater users apply to the stale bureau to show 
that a new well will not be detrimental to the aquifer and 
neighboring water users. Residents of unincorporated areas 
drawing water from private wells are particulariy vulnerable to 
'i , high volume wells. The threat to groundwater sources was 
:one of the principal faults found with proposals in recent 
yeora to establish pcaker electrical generating plants in this 
locality. 

Tiie bill defines high capacity wells as those that withdraw 
70 gallons per minute, 100,000 gallons per day or 3,000,000 
per month. At first glance, the requirement might seem 
rather stringent, but taking care of groundwater makes sense. 
Because of possible opposition from municipal leaders, busi- 
ness interests and developers, Planning, Building and 
Development Director Philip Rovang sounded a cautionary 
but practical note, that additional advocacy will be needed to 
sec the bill signed into law. 

Prediction: There will be outcries from special interest 

groups ihat the groundwalcr prolccUon InUlaUve \s just 

another example of county government sticking its nose into 
private business at the cost of commercial growth and eco- 
nomic development. Could be, but what happens when the 
well runs dry or the aquifer peters out? The complalners 
will be the first to cry, why didn't the county plan in 
advance. 



Bewitching

Four o'clock is the bewitching hour when it comes to 
kids getting into trouble after school. Educators, law 
enforcement officers, civic and business leaders 
attending and After School Summit were told that 
three to six p.m. is prime-time for juvenile crime. 

After school problems aren't going away. They're getting 
worse. Because of budgetary pressures, public funding for 
after-school activities has been cut and is back to where it vras 
seven years ago, according to Mundclcin Police Chief Ray 
Rose, one of the sponsors of a gathering of leaders and deci- 
sion makers.

Homeowners arc being warned by tlic Lake 
County Recorder of Deeds ofllcc of a scam 
involving the sale of certified copies of deeds. 

While the offer to provide certified copies of 
deeds from a source other than the Recorder of 
Deeds office is not illegal, it is unnecessary and 
expensive, said Recorder of Deeds, Mary Kllcn 
Vanderventer. 

Homeowners can obtain certified copies of 
deeds to their property for $18 by calling or vis- 
iting the Recorder of Deeds ofiice. 

A Northbrook company, called Illinois 
Deed Provider, Inc. is sending ofiicial looking 
letters to homeowners in the county, offering to 
provide llie same service for $75 plus $4.50 for 
postage and handling. 

Vanderventer suspects that the company 
requested the certified copies from the 
Recorder of Deeds, which is perfccdy legal 
under tlie public informaUon laws. 

Armed wi til homeowners' addresses and 
document numbcrsi die company proceeded 
to rc-sell die Information to them at a huge

breaks the spirit of die law," Vanderventer said. 

Tlic form letter requests credit card infor- 
mation to process the request, something diat 
consumers should give out with caution. 

Early in die mondi the office started receiv- 
ing telephone calls and facsimiles about the 
ofTcr, mosdy from around the Highland Park 
area. Now complaints arc coming from resi- 
dents countywidc. 

"I've been Hooded witli letters, our phones 
are ringing ofi'tlic hook," Vanderventer said. 

To inform residents of die scam, the office 
has appeared on die Lake County television 
station, LCTV, and contacted Uic media to let 
people know that diey don't have to spend a lot 
of money or have a third party to obtain a cer- 
tified copy of dicir deed for them. 

Vanderventer said this scam was new to 
her ofiice. More frequenUy arc low mortgage 
scams diat turn out to cost more, than 
promised. 

Tlie $10 charged by the Recorder of Deeds 
Is a statutory fee, and postage and handling 
charges arc not added on to that.

She said, "You process 
things differently when you 
arc young. It sounds utterly 
ridiculous to say now, but I 
wanted to be like everyone 
else. I was devastated that I 
couldn't be part of the Hitler 
Youth so I could wear a uni- 
form and march in the 
parades. All I knew is that I 
was different, but I didn't 
know why."

15 years old. Hunger and 
bombed-out buildings were 
■ just tile tip of the iceberg for 
J^ogcrs who found the family 

' mud^^tysn 's^^ hung herself, 
overhead her dad's regret 
for having talked her birth- 
mother out of taking her 
own life as well as that of tier 
brother, had no ration card, 
stole food from Nazi farms 
and was forced, at the age of 
12, to be an official air-raid 
warden. 

In her book, Rogers tells 
snapshot stories with sim- 
plicity and candor of specinc 
instances she remembers 
them, with no chronology. "I 
don't tell them from my 
point of view now, as an 
adult, but as I lived them 
and with my thoughts as a 
child," she said. 

In conversation, it's 
much the same. 

"I was kicked out of 
school when I was 9 or 10 
(years old), along with 
another boy," she said. "My 
teacher had forged my 
papers. An assembly was 
called and it was done in 
front of the whole school. I 
couldn't understand it; to 
me, I was the same. My 
teacher was taken out and

While Rogers describes 
some sweet and tender 
moments, most of her child- 
hood memories are tai*:

"My feelings about the 
Jews and the Nazis were 
really about equal.

Later, Rogers testified in 
court when Dr. B was tried 
for being a Gauleiter.

"1 do 
not know if Dr. B had to 
serve any time or anything. I 
hope not." 

When the war ended, 
Rogers was 14 years old and 
was given special permission 
to work for the U.S. Army, 
first as a mimeograph opera- 
tor and later as an inter- . : 

Slie 
met her former husband, 
married and moved to the 
United States in 1952, living ; 
mostly in the Chicago area v.

Shc^belieyes^^^^^ Internet has revolutionized 
tlie wayjieople plan a wedding;"With 
165.75 million Internet users in the U.S., and 
so many excellent search engines available, 
it's no wonder that planning a wedding 
online lias become so popular," says 
Reigosa. 

According to Millie Martini Uratten, edi- 
tor in chlefoffir/r/c'5 Magazine, "The 
Internet has become an invaluable tool for 
couples planning their weddings." Seventy 
three percent of Bride's readers log on to the 
Web regularly for prc-wedding research, ' 
including everything from fashion and 
beauty styles to etiquette advice and inspi- 
rational reception ideas," says Bratten.

For brides-to-be looking for'thc perfect 
invitation or wedding favor, the Web offers 
great solutions. "Many sites let you order;* 
samples," says Reigosa. "If you're looking at 
invitations online, you can usually get free 
samples. For wedding favors, many Web 
sites offer an opportunity to purchase one 

■ sample, at a low price." 

If you'rc.looking for personal feedback 
from other coui)Ies planning weddings, 
Kirslen Wright/'graduate cmpiojaiient advi- 
sor forThc Art tnstilutc of Washington, says 
she has found wedding chatrooms very 

helpful. But keep in mind, despite every- 
body being in the same boat — engaged, 
that is — people's style, taste, and dreams of 
a wedding vary greatly.

Sometimes taking pictures after a 
ceremony, when guests have already left, alle- 
viates stress on the bride and groom caused 
by a cnmched time schedule. Also decide 
whetlier you would like mostly candlds or 
posed photographs. 

Many couples also inquire about black 
and wliite photography, which has become 
very popular, as an option to be included In 
their photography package. Black and white 
photos emphasize textures and details, such 
as buttons and bows, placing the focus on the 
subject rather than the color. 

Many coiiplcs choose to have a separate 
album for black and white photos. Black and 
white photos can also have hand-colored oils 
added, adding subtle color accents to the 
photograph, while the attention still remains 
focused on the subjects. Pictures taken with 
regular film are usually developed one to two 
weeks after the event. 

Digital photography is popular with cou- 
ples who wish to put their prints on a web site 
for distant relatives and friends to view. The 
image quality is less sharp, but can be viewed 
right after they have been taken. Many pho- 
tographers charge twice as much for digital . 
photography, so be aware of the cost if you 
have aUotted a certain amount of money in 
your budget for a photographer. 

.When choosing which prints for your 
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wedding album, separate the pictures into 
different groups. Tliis will make choosing a 
few favorite pictures from each group easier. 
Making a decision regarding which prints you 
want to include in your album can take many 
weeks before a final decision is made. 

Wedding videos can be the next best thing 
to being at the ceremony Videos arc great 
for people wlio couldn't make it to share 
your special day 

Couples should hire tlie vidcographcr 
whom diey arc most comfortable wltti. Tills 
will cnsiirc they will look relaxed and natu- 
ral in their video. 

View some tapes the videographer has 
taken from previous weddings to get a feel 
for what to expect as a final product. 
Different editing options can also be dis- 
cussed, such as dissolves, text, graphics and 
adding music to the tape. 

Don't forget to ask the videographer 
about the type of packages they offer, as 
well as what type of equipment they will be 
using. Some videographers use multiple 
cameras to capture the wedding ceremony 
and reccpUon, which migtit increase tlie 
overall cost for making the video. 

If you plan oh making multiple copies, 
ask how many tapes arc included in each 
package and If tlie cost is included in the 
package price. If not, ask about the cost per 
tape and how much time is rcqulrcd to 



make duplicates. 

Wlicn hiring a photographer or vidcogra- 
plier for your wedding, start looking eariy 
Services .should be booked nine to 12 months 
in advance to ensure you will have the perfect 
photographer or videographer to capture that 
special moment in life.

• In the past, if a young man encountered a 
blind person, a pregnant woman or a monk 
while on his way lo propose lo his intended 
bride, it was bcUcved that the marriage would 
be doomed if he continued along his paUi - 
because the images were thought to be bad ' 
omens. 

• May was an unlucky month to many in 
Roman times because the Feast of d)eDead 
and the Festival of die Goddess of Chastity 
- both occim;d during this montii. 

■ Seeing a lamb, frog, spider, black cat or 
rainbow on tlie way to the wedding ceremony 
is a sign of good luck. Seeing an open grave, 
pig, lizard, a nun or a monk are tliought to be 
bad luck.
